A rAftTOIl'S TRIBUTE. 

A life so gracious and helpful does 
not cease, even on this earth. Uniting 
with the Congregational church in 
Auburndalc In 1858, she seemed to 
come naturally into a service for 
Christ rare in its devotion, variety 
and efficiency, and equally beautiful 
for the unostentatious quietness with 
which she did it all. Constantly busy, 
but never in a hurry; making the 
trials and sorrows and sicknesses and 
need and even the sins of others her 
own care, but always with a smile; 
loyal to close friends, yet friend and 
counsellor to many whom others neg- 
lected ; in loving communion with her 
Lord she went about doing good. 

One choice service was in gathering 
into a “Pleasant Sunday Afternoon’’ 
class young women whose duties in 
households kept them from the regular 
services, with which were combined 
social evenings and helpful friendli- 
ness which years of absence and 
miles of distance could not weaken. 
As superintendent of the Home De- 
partment, she brought scores Into 
happy relations with Bunday school 
and church. Cottage prayer meetings 
were successfully planned. She knew 
the outer rim of the parish as most 
know only their familiar circle. 

Leaving Auburndale two years ago 
after the death of her father, Edward 
Strong, M. D., her home has been in 
New London, Connecticutt, but the 
same blessed activity went with her.

A POPULAR NEW YORK HOTEL.

Just about in the middle of the 
House of Representatives sits one of 
the most prominent mcmberB, and 
the reasons for his prominence are 
many and suggestive. He does not 
come from Boston or any of the large 
cities of the Commonwealth, but has 
his home in the little Essex Town of 
Ipawlch.The Ipswich representative Is 
by name George A. Schofield, and, 
although a Democrat, he has repre- 
sented a Republican town since 1902, 
There arc many men who, if they 
had the chance, would like to make 
over Mr. Schofield, and perhaps the 
new Schofield would be no Improve- 
ment over the first edition. He is 
given to considerable talking, and at 
times one would think he was rather 
overdoing the thing, but he has a 
remarkaole supply of logic, with 
which he anaoints his speech, that 
catches the thinking element in the 
House, and pulls many of them away 
from their political moorings. Mr. 
Schofield is publisher of the Ipswich 
Chronicle and has held many Town 
offices and belongs to numerous or- 
ders, but takes none from anybody. 
He is a good speaker, quick-witted, 
and slow to anger. These are very 
essential qualities for a man to 
possess, if he is to hold the same rela- 
tion relatively among his fellow 
members as does nis scat oil the floor 
of the House 

Pretty well to the front, over in 
the First Division, in what the writer 
calls the “lucky corner, *’ sits Taft of 
Worcester, the man who was in the 
race for Speakership last year with 
Luce and Newton, against Frothing- 
ham. At one time, many thought 
that Taft would win the prize, and 
perhaps he would have, if the power 
that shapes all ends, rough-hew them 
though we will, had not seen that 
Taft was needed at the head of the 
Judiciary Committee. The Worcester 
man, by virtue of his position as 
Chairman of the Judiciary, is leader 
of the House, and he is fully equipped 
,by virtue of his ablity to succeed Mr. 
Newton, who held that place last year. 
Mr. Taft is a good debater, and is one 
of the best posted men in the Froth- 
inghain group. 

As one sits in Mark London’s 
beauty gallery, he faces three desks, 
the Speakers, the Clerk’s and another 
which resembles the puipit in some 
fashionable Methodist church. The 
occupant of tnis desk iB Representa- 
tive Ames of Orange, who would 
hasten to advise you that he is not a 
Methodist preacher, even if he is uni- 
versally proper, and a few minutes’ 
conversation with that gentleman, 
would reveal that his is a legal mind, 
rather than a meek and lowly follow- 
er of Charles Wesley in the search of 
the law. Mr. Ames was a Special 
Justice up in Orange before he was 
elected to the legislature, and is a 
man of many strong points which he 
discloses as well in a social evening 
as in discussing the business of the 
Commonwealth. Although Mr. Ames 
is evidently well equipped for debate, 
he seldom takes part on the floor of 
the House, and is probably reserving 
his strength in that direction for the 
latter part of the session. 

Representative Lowell of Newton, 
waB born in 1869 and took in Harvard 
College on his way to the House, 
where he arrived last year, and is 
therefore serving a second term. The 
Newton member haB a fine voice for 
debate, and that, added to a good 
mind, enables him whenever he ad- 
drese the House to hold the attention 
of that body without the aid of the 
Speaker’s gavel. One is reminded of 
a former member of the Lowell fam- 
ily, who not long ago was a member 
of the House, and is now a well- 
known and valuable Judge on the 
bench of Massachusetts. Another 
promising young man in the House, 
is Peabody of Cambridge, who, 
although Mr. Lowell has five years 
the start of him in age, succeeded in 
entering the House, by the way of 
Harvard, at the same time, and who 
occupied much the same position in 
the estimation of the observer, as 
does the member from the home of 
Congressman Powers. Mr. Peabody 
might be termed the running-mate of 
Mr. Lowell, so similar do they seem 
iu natural abilities and mental train- 
ing, and it will no doubt be interest- 
ing to note the career of these two 
young members of two old and dis- 
tinguished families, as they advance 
into the future of great possibilities 
for such as they. Blood and equip- 
ment are to be mighty forces iu this 
new century. 

Last Thursday an event occurred in 
the House that attracted unusual in- 
terest and had a rather significant 
result. Representative Stevens of 
Somerville offered an amendment to 
the rule, abolishing the practice of 
pairs, and made a strong speech in 
advocacy of the measure. Hayes and 
Cole opposed, and the House refused 
the amendment on a roll call, by a 
vote of 100 to 91, Mr. Stevens gave 
notice that he would move to recon- 
sider, on Thursday, and afterwards, 
by an arrangement with Mr. Hayes, 


the reconsideration was postponed un- 
til tomorrow. 

From present indications the amend- 
ment will be adopted and the House 
will rid itself of the bad practice of 
what, in itself was intended for a 
good rule. The legitimate and proper 
use of pairing Is really one of the 
wisest parllmentary practices in 
vogue, and the manner in which it 
has been used, demonstrates how ex- 
tensively a good thing can be abused. 
Although Mr. Stevens fought the bat- 
tle alone, it was found that the House 
was pretty evenly divided upon the 
question, and enough members who 
voted against him had declared that 
they did not care how it went to make 
it pretty certain that the amendment 
will be earned tomorrow. Nothing 
will tend more to Increase the general 
attendance of the members and force 
them to attend to the duties for which 
they were elected, than to wipe out 
the pair system as practiced. The 
habit ia becoming too prevalent for 
members to attend to their own affairs 
to the detriment of public interests 
and a little more attention to the 
State’s business will result in im- 
proved legislation. Men should not 
seek to become legislators, unless they 
can attend to the duties of legisla- 
tion, even if they arc obliged to neg- 
lect their own affairs, temporarily. 
The State has a right to demand the 
time and attenton of men who take 
the oath whch binds them to faithful 
service iu the most important branch 
of the Stale Government. The pair 
habit is not so venerable with age as 
to demand blind devotion, nor is it so 
essential to legislation as to be 
allowed to work the evil that it does 
at present. 

The legislature is just eulcringiuto 
the strenuousness of its session, and 
now that a holiday week has passed, 
it is expected that considerable work 
is to be done. Gas, Semi-Colon, 
Gypsy Moth and other matters will 
absorb the time of the legislature 
until the shirt-sleev rt period shall 
arrive and the air shall grow heavy 
with languor and the night shall be 
made the best part of the day. 

Already attempts to unravel the 
snarl caused by the election last No- 
vember are being made, and the 
question regarding the Republican 
candidate for Governor to succeed (? ) 
Governor Douglas, is being asked 
with but few takers at the State 
House. Considerable effort is being 
made to rub down John L. Bates for 
the race, but the manner in which it 
was rubbed into Mr. Bates, makes 
the rubbing down process rather diffi- 
cult. The truth probably is that Mr. 
Bates is on the shelf, so far as the 
Governorship ia concerned, and along 
on the same shelf rest in peaceful 
repose, the third term protuberance, 
no more to engulf the unwary. If 
Curtis Guild is not the logical candi- 
date, it remains for the plaintiff to 
show cause. There probably never 
was a moment when the Lieutenant 
Governor was as strong as today, and 
it ib doubtful if another man in the 
party could poll as many votes as he. 
Centainly not among those who have 
been mentioned. If it should not be 
General Guild, then it must be an 
out and out business man of undoubt- 
ed strength and commanding abili- 
ties. Massachusetts has such a man, 
and it must be he, Curtis Guild or 
W. L. D.

A RUSSIAN EXILE'S 
EXPERIENCE IN SIBERIA 


The Newton Equal Suffrage League 
met last week Thursday evening at 
the residence of Mr. Albert Metcalf, 
Highland St., West Newton. A large 
audience listened to the Bpcaker of 
the evening, Madame Ocreahknovska. 
who told of her experiences while an 
exile in Siberia. Madame spoke in 
French and was ably interpreted by 
Miss Blackwell. She told of her life 
aB a child and girl in a nobleman’s 
house in Russia. How her sympathies 
were aroused by the condition of the 
serfs and of her trying to help in 
their education and liberation. For 
this she was arrested, tried for trea- 
son and sentenced to eight years exile 
and 40 lashes. A doctor came to her 
and tried to make her say she was too 
weak to bear the lashes, but she said 
“No," if that was the sentence she 
would be strong enough to bear it. 
She was then commuted to exile at 
once without the lashes. At the end 
of five years she attempted to escape, 
but was captured and fourteen years 
more added to her sentence making 
twenty two years in all. Eight years 
I ago she returned to Russia at the end 
of her term of exile. Of the forty 
other students exiled with her. only 
six returned, and the Madame was 
| the only well person among them. 
Of the horrors and tragedies she saw 
and endured words fail to tell and 
what has been written is not half as 
: bad as the reality. 

! The following resolutions were 
unanimously adopted: 

Resolved. That in the death of Ex- 
Gov. Clall in ..the cause has lost a 
stauuch friend and distinguished ad- 
vocate, and this League holds him in 
revered and fraternal memory, espe- 
cially as its first president. 

Resolved. That by his acceptance 
of this office and the discharge of its 
duties he showed that his adherance 
to what he deemed right and just 
dominated any desire he had for pop- 
ularity and gave us an example which 
should encourage us to work for the 
right, with the full assurance of its 
ultimate triumph. 

Mr. H. B. Blackwell who was at- 
tending the meeting expressed his 
hearty sympathy with the resolve. 
As a fellow member of the Massa- 
chusetts Club he had been associated 
with Gov. Claflin, they having week- 
ly dined until the Governor’s recent 
illness. Governor Claflin was a 
statesman, a citizen and business 
man of the highest purpose and stout- 
est integrity : he was, moreover a 
philanthropist and a Christian gen- 
tleman. He was a loyal supporter of 
the principles for which this League 
stands. He being the first governor 
of an American state to publicly con- 
tend for the suffrage for women on 
the same terras as are granted to men. 
It will be remembered that Gov. 
Claflin gave to Julia Ward Howe a 
commission as Justice of the Peace, 
an office, however in which she was 
restrained from serving by the decis- 
ion of the Supreme Court.

Iiizet. the author of the popular op- 
era "Carmen.” who died a month alter 
Us first production, was not at any 
time a lucky man. lie was even dec- 
orated through a mistake, says a writ- 
er, “for Ids friends, presaging the fail- 
ure of ‘Carmen,’ bombarded the minis- 
ter before the product ion and begged a 
decora t loti for M . G eorge Bizet . Bizet ?* 
asked the minister. ‘Who Is Bizet V’ 
A remarkable genius.* was the reply, 
•who has already produced several ex- 
traordinarily line works. Among them 
the most popular Is perhaps “L'Arle- 
sleinie.” ’ • "1/ Arles ienneV" ’ Interrupt- 
ed the minister. ’Why, it Is a perfectly 
fascinating book. I read It with ex- 
treme pleasure. Tell your friends that 
the thing Is done.’ The minister was 
not musical, but he lmd read a novel 
by Alphonse Pa inlet, and Bizet won his 
red ribbon.” 


The First Slearo Guns. 

It lms been stated that it was in 1GG7, 
at the siege of Candia, in Crete, that 
siege guus were first used. This state- 
ment is contradicted, however, by a 
writer, who says that just before the 
siege of Constantinople a Hungarian or 
Wallachfau ennnou founder named Ur- 
ban cast In 1452 at Adrfanoplc u can- 
non •‘which remained for many years 
the wonder of Europe and marks an 
epoch In the continually increasing 
power of guns.” Urban’s cannon was 
dragged by sixty oxen to Constantino- 
ple in 1453 and threw a stone ball of 
1.200 pounds weight. It was fired sev- 
en times a day and once each night. 
The Turks used at the siege two other 
cannon nearly as large and altogether 
had fourteeu butteries, each containing 
four guns, along the length of the wall. 


It rienHcil the Comiiaiier. 

A curious story is told as to how the 
Rothschilds supported Carafa, the com- 
poser. The latter was far from rich. 
His principal income was derived from 
a snuffbox. And tbls was the way of 
It; The snuffbox was given to the au- 
thor of "La Prisou d’Edlubourgh” by 
Baron James de Rothschild ns u token 
of esteem. Carafa sold It twenty-four 
hours later for 75 napoleons to the 
same jeweler from whom it had been 
bought. This became known to Roths- 
child, who gave it again to the musi- 
cian on the following year. The next 
day it returned to the Jeweler’s. This 
truinc continued till the death of the 
banker and longer still, for bis sons 
kept up the tradition, to the great sat- 
isfaction of Carafa. 


Markins; the Boot*. 

A great many people on staying at 
an English hotel for the first time won- 
der how it Is that “boots” can return 
to the different rooms the footgear 
placed outside tbe bedroom doors to be 
cleaned. This is quite a simple matter. 
All he does Is to take a piece of chalk, 
mark upon the sole of the boot the 
number of the room from which he 
takes them and then sends them down- 
stairs all together to be cleaned.

Peculiarities of Lichens. 

The lichen Is remarkable for tbe great 
ago to which it lives, there being good 
grounds for believing thut tlicj r endure 
ns long ns a hundred years. Their 
growth Is exceedingly slow, almost be- 
yond belief, indicating that only a little 
nourishment is necessary to keep them 
olive. In a dry time they have the pow- 
er to suspend growth altogether, renew- 
ing It again at the fall of rain. This 
peculiarity alone Is enough to make the 
lichen a vegetable wonder, ns it is a 
property possessed by no other species 
of plnnt. Another Interesting fact about 
lichens is that they grow only where 
tbe air Is free from dust and smoke. 
They may be said to be a sure Indica- 
tion of the purity of the air, as they are 
never found growing in cities and 
towns, where the atmosphere is impreg- 
nated with dust, soot, smoke and other 
Impurities. 

A Bird’* Weapon. 

Birds while still in the egg have a 
sharp, horny spike attached to the up- 
per part of the beak, by means of 
which they are assisted in breaking 
out of the shell. This prominence be- 
comes opposed to the shell at various 
points in a Hue extending all around 
the egg at about one-third of the egg’s 
length from the large end. It mukes a 
series of little holes, thus weakening 
the shell, and when the chick arrives 
ut a certnln stage of strength and de- 
velopment It has no difficulty in break- 
ing out. In the common fowl. this little 
weapon drops off ft day or two after it 
is 1m tolled, but on the pigeon and birds 
that are fed by their parents it some- 
times remains for two weeks. 

KlInRem of Greece. 

The Aearunnlana were considered the 
most skillful Klingers of Greece. These 
weapons were used not only to throw 
stones, but balls of lend, and In some 
localities, especially In the plain of 
Marathon, many of these metal projec- 
tiles lm\n boon found. The relics are 
interosllng from the Inscriptions and 
devices cut upon them, which consist 
of the names of persons and appropri- 
ate epithets, the legend in many cases 
meaning when fully translated "Look 
out!”

The Home 
Department, with contributions by 
forty of the women readers of the 
National, is rich in timely hints on 
gardening, chicken farming, Easter 
entertainments and all the details of 
home life. Strong short stories by

Th* Strep of Plants. 

The loaves of the common clover give 
a good example of what Linnaeus call- 
ed the sleep of plnnts. At sunset the 
two side leaflets of each set of three 
bend forward until their edgea nearly 
meet, when the middle leaflet droops 
d'prxwnrd to touch them and completes 
the picture of repose. 

Some of the benn family assume as 
perfect postures of rest The wistaria 
hangs the end and central leaflet of 
each cluster directly downward, point 
log to the earth, while the aide leaflets 
drop In double rows, back to back. The 
leaves of the scarlet runner have n 
similar habit. The willow foliage 
twists Into a position that is almost 
vertical, rind the leaves of the vine are 
raised slightly nt their edges and de- 
pressed toward the center. 

All such sleeping foliage Is singularly 
rigid and retulns the position which It 
has assumed. This persistence Is due 
to the presence of water In the Hsbucs 
of the leaves. At dawn of day the 
plants awaken, and their leaves re- 
sume their ordinary attitude. 

The Tower of PUi. 

The famous leaning tower of Pisa Is 
a canipipile or bell tower. The build- 
ing, which is cylindrical in form, Is 
197 feepblgb and fifty feet In dJnmeter, 
made entirely of white marble. It Is 
called tbc leaning tower from the fact 
that It inclines some thirty feet from 
the perpendicular, and it is not general- 
ly known that this inclination, which 
gives the tower such a remarkable ap- 
pearance was not Intentional. At the 
time It was about half done the error 
in measurement was perceived. It was 
guarded against by the use of extra 
braces in tbe further construction of 
the building and an adaptation of the 
BtoDe in tbe highest portion. There 
are seven bells on the top of the tower, 
the largest of which weighs 2,000 
pounds, and these are so placed ns to 
counteract ns far as possible the lean- 
ing of the tower Itself.

*' There is at l^ast a decree of differ- 
ence between bravery and check. 
That fact has been demonstrated 
during’ the past few days In the 
hearing held at the State House by the 
Public lighting Committee on the 
bills to repeal or amend the acts of 
1903 in consolidating the Dostou Gas 
Companies. There lias appeared at 
the hearings an assortment of inter- 
ests in favor of the bills, and an as- 
sortment of arguments have been pre- 
sented to the committee; but over and 
above all that has taken place has 
been the appearance of “Thomas W. 
bawson of Boston” at the State House 
during the hearing. His course in 
thus presenting himself is an exhibi- 
tion of cheek, rather than bravery, 
and it, therefore, is not surprising 
that Mr. Lawson has created no little 
sensationalism in his performance. 

The exhibition of check rests in the 
fact that Lawson should come to the 
State House, and into a committee 
hearing, after libelling the legislature 
in the use of language of the grossest 
character and in the most offensive 
manner. In the opening of his 
“Frenzied Finance*’ tirade, he open- 
ly charges that the Massachusetts 
legislature is bought and sold like 
fish and sausage in the market. He 
docs not specify in his wholesale 
stigmatizing of the legislature, but 
so generalizes as to make the charge 
apply to past as well as present bod- 
ies, and not to a class but includes 
the legislative body as a whole. Mr. 
Moorficld Storey referred to Mr. Law- 
son in an argument in a court of law 
in the following words: 

“You have got here a man as bad 
as the worst blackmailer. You have 
got here a man who has admitted cor- 
rupting the legislature of Massachu- 
setts. This man is a self confessed 
briber, and he has confessed to it 
here on the stand”. 

It is difficult to describe the condi- 
tion of a man who, having so malign- 
ed the legislative body, comes to the 
State House and stands up in a com- 
mittee hearing, using the language 
which fell from the lips of Lawson 
last week.. As he failed to pay for 
publishing his harrangue, of course, 
it has not been printed and the world 
must be deprived from reading that 
remarkable appeal. The pictures that 
appear in the papers from time to 
time of Lawson, do not by any means 
under estimate the personal appear- 
ance of the owner of “Everybody’s.” 
As he walked into the committee 
room the morning of the first day of 
the hearing he did not impress the 
beholder as a man in possession of 
any superior qualities of mind or 
body, and when he came to address 
the committee a day or two later, h e 
did not disclose the secret of his 
greatness, if one should overlook 
what was alluded to above, namely, 
the wonderful cheek of the man. His 
voice, when raised above an ordinary 
tone is boisterous and ineffective, and 
when dropped to a conversational 
quality, it becomes commonplace and 
meaningless. It is perfectly evident 
that Mr. Lawson has made a wise 
choice in selecting his course in life, 
and choosing his method of living. 
He is particularly well adapted and 
will find less competition than in 
more worthy advocations. He had a 
characteristic audence; when he made 
one of his Lawson points they ap- 
plauded as though they were paid for 
it, and when he went out, they fol- 
lowed as though they had been paid 
for going. Immedately upon the de- 
parture of the Lawson army (which 
reminded one of Coxcy’s Army) the 
bad air in the room settled down and 
filled the vacant seats. 

There is to be another hearing to- I 
morrow, and it would be difficult to 
say when these gas hearings will be 
over, for Lawson, Moran, Colthurst, 
Yeaten and the rest are likely to trail 
along until the month comes that is 
spelled with three letters, and until 
we all get so tired of gas that wc 
shall feel like lighting the tallow 
dips, and even go so far as to borrow 
light from the moon in the good old- 
fashioned way. 

Is it possible that the poor old semi- 
colon is to be revived? It is intimated 
that Senator Lane is going to whip 
the poor, jaded and feeble little thing 
into another race. It may be that if 
thirty first class hotels be allowed to 
go until midnight, the existing appe- 
tite would be appeased, but we rather 
guess no! Where will be the ninety 
and nine about that time? The liquor 
interests have been very reluctant 
about coming forward this year, but 
we have a faint impression that when 
the jingle of the thirty pieces of sil- 
ver is lie ,d there will be another rus- 
tle like the coming of a Gypsy Moth 
army To be sure there is another 
point that might come to the surface 
if these thirty hotels should come up, 
and that would be the constitutional 
question; However, that would be a 
matter of minor consideration, of 
course, inasmuch as the whole fabric 
of liquor legislation from its iucep- ! 
tion to the present day has been 1 
woven on an unconstitutional loom. 
Not a thread of this legislative gar- 


ment, woven ns It appears to be with- 
out no am, from top to bottom, could 
stand the strain of a constitution 
test. 

The argument of Counsel Snow of 
the Boston Consolidated Gas Com- 
pany, was such a contrast to the har- 
angue 8 of Lawson and Moran as to 
prove of exceptional interest to those 
who listened. He paid bis attention 
entirely to the argument of Mr. An- 
derson, and completely ignored Moran 
and Lawson. This, of course, did not 
phase Moran at all, who had a list 
of twenty-five questions to ask Mr. 
Snow, and the committee set aside to- 
morrow in which to allow the ques- 
tions to be submitted through the 
committee and have such replies as 
Mr. Snow might deem best to favor 
Mr- Moran with. 

President Dana of the Senate was a 
guest at the banquet of the Western 
Massachusetts Club last week, and 
the company enjoyed Mr. Dana’s re- 
marks very much, especially when he 
read from a French book certain im- 
pressions received by the author while 
on a visit to this country. The author 
said that when at Northampton lie so- 
journed at a hotel where they charged 
$6 a day, and when he asked for 
something to eat about nine o’clock 
in the evening, he was told that the 
dining room was shut up, and that if 
he wanted anything at that time of 
night he would have to go out on the 
street and look for sonic bake-shop 
that might be open. It is now up to 
Northampton to rise up and explain, 

Mr. Keefe of Fall River addressed 
the House Friday afternoon on his 
motion to substitute the bill for the 
report of the committee to prohibit 
expectoration in public places and con 
vcyanccs.and the bill was substituted. 
Could the bill reach the Senate, Sen- 
ator Reed has certain amendments to 
offer which would practically prohibit 
expectoration entirely. Senator Reed 
submitted a list of his amendments to 
the devotees of the pie bench the other 
day, and it was voted that spitting 
would become a lost art should a law 
be enacted embodying the Reed 
amendments, and at the same time, 
Keefe's bill would be water-logged. 
Mr. Reed’s principal amendment was 
that every spitter should be accom- 
panied, when on the street or in any 
public place, by a Spits dog. 

The biggest surprise of the session 
was during the debate the other day 
on the Semi-colon bill when Repre- 
sentative Hickey of Boston announced 
himself as against the bill, and ex- 
pressed his belief that Boston was bet- 
ter off as she is than she would be in 
allowing more time to sell liquor. 
The old query was again ans.vercd, 
“Can any good come out of Naza- 
reth V ’

The agitation for a change in the 
jury system in Boston suggests that it 
is possible to improve the very CIU111S3- 
.system now in force all over the state 
in the matter of drawing jurors. The 
present plan requires a meeting of 
the mayor and aldermen whenever a 
veuire is received from the court for a 
certain number of jurors. If this ven- 
ire comes in just after a regular meet- 
ing of the aldermen it is necessary to 
call a special meeting of that board 
and require the attendance of eleven 
me J at a meeting which may last five 
minutes. The jury list at present is 
made up by the Registrars of Voters 
and we see no good reason why that 
body with the co-operation of the 
mayor, should not be competent to 
complete the transaction by filling 
the venires whenever necessary. 

Tiie matter of changing ward lines, 
if it is to be accomplished this year 
must be done immediately, as the 
limit expires May 1st and no change 
can be made thereafter tor ten years 
While we have not given the subject 
very much consideration, it is ap- 
parent that some relief should be 
given Ward 7 which has a very large 
registration and one which casts its 
vote at practically the same time, in 
the morning of election day. A por- 
tion of this ward could be easily 
transferred to Ward 1 with advantage 
to both districts. 

With our issue of next week we in- , 
augurate a law department, to be 
conducted by one of the rising young 
lawyers of the city, Mr. Arthur W. 
Blakeitiore, and cordially invite our 
pstrons to submit a 113- question upon 
which they desire legal advice. 

The telephone exchanges in this 
city will be rcuamed next month, that 
at Newton being designated as New- 
ton North, at West Newton as Newton 
West, and that at Newton Highlands 
as Newton South.

The inclemency of the weather 
| Wednesday evening had n tendency 
j to debar a number from attending the 
Newton Equal Suffrage League meet- 
ing at the Claflin achoolhousc, but 
those who braved the weather had the 
pleasure of listening to a very inter- 
esting speaker, Mr. Wilson E- Gill of 
tiie Franklin Institute of Philadel- 
phia, Pa. 

The speaker was introduced by Mrs. 
Walton. Mr. Gill, without prefacing 
his remarks, went right into his sub- 
ject the “School City” and told how 
after organization, the scholars es- 
pecially the small ones became very I 
I much interested in the scheme and | 
how in time they became good citi- 
cns. Among the many otlices in- 
corporated into this School City was a 
mayor, judge, clerk, and policemen. 
He then portrayed how children at 
tiie different schools where this sys- 
tem had been inaugurated, after being 
caught in the act of throwing sticks, 
stones, etc, or using profane lan- 
guage were tried at recess or after 
1 school hours and if found guilty, were 
I punished by being prohibited from 
speaking to any of their classmates 
for two days, or, to cop3' neatly and 
carefully twenty times the first law 
of the School City. 

He further stated that the educated 
people as a rule do not attend the pri- 
maries or caucusc. It seemed a mat- 
ter of impossibility for the educated 
people to do so atid said the duties 
of citizenship arc so simple, easy, 
few and far between where citizens in 
general arc faithful that statesmen 
and scholars have failed tu recognize 
that the habit is an art. The School 
City is not a matter of curriculum, 
but of spirit, of school management 
and treatment of the pupils, by 
which they are led as citizens of a 
republic to do right instead of being 
directed or driven as the subjects of a 
beneficent" or evil tyranny. Its in- 
fluence is constant, it docs not inter- 
fere with recitation time. An heur 
a month for citizens and an hour a 
week for officers is all the time that 
must be given specially to it.

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THE INDIANS OF 

NONANTUH. 


To the Newton Graphic: 

The true site of the Indian's No- 
nan turn being questioned. I herewith 
submit some items of historical inter- 
est in relation to that subject. 

JESSE VEWKES. 

The first mention of the number of 
Indians in this especial vicinity is in 
the narrative of Roger Clapp. He 
came with a party to Watertown in 
May lr»30, six months before the set- 
tlers who came with Sir Richard Sal- 
tonstall and made their landing and 
settlement at and near the place called 
Gerry’s landing, now in Cambridge. 
Roger Clapp Bays"the old planter who 
was with them (Mr. Maverick ) told 
them there were three hundred In- 
dians in the vicinity. This party 
probably came as far as “the pines" 
at "Nonantum." He speaks of the 
shore at the place as being steep and 
high." These three hundred Indians 
dwelt in the vicinity of the Lemon 
brook which runs through Newton. 
There were Indians living in this 
place until 1676, when all the Indians 
in the vicinity were gathered by the 
court into t’.ie Indian town of Natick. 

Daniel Gookin was commissioned in 
that year to report before the Legis- 
lature, t lie whereabouts and number 
of the Indians in the state. He says 
"there arc with W’aban. near Water- 
town mill sixty souls." These he 
mentions in distnetion from those 
who lived at Nonantum Hill and other 
places in Newton. 

In 1646, in the proprietor’s rec- 
ords of Cambridge, page 56, "It is 
ordered that the townsmen, Edward 
GofT, Edward Oaks and Thomas Dan- 
forth shall lay out the land that is 
due to the town houses at Watertown 
mill on ye south side of Charles 
River" In 1647, proprietor’s record, 
page 136 is this item, "Laid out to ye 
inhabitants on ye south side of 
Charles river and on ye north side of 
ye highway to Roxbury from Water- 
town Mill, John Jackson, 10 acres, 
Renold Bush, 10 acres, John Kendals 
house, 10 acres, Richard Park II acres 
Redfins house, 7 acres. Another 
grant at this time in Cambridge rec- 
ords gives Wm Clements, 10 acres. 
These are probably the first settlers 
under the Massachusetts charter in 
what is now the City of Newton. 

These references locate the Water- 
town Mill on the south side of the 
River prior to the time thes» settlers 
came to Newton. Winthrop's journal 
mentions a Watertown mill in 1632. 
This was three years prior to the 
building of the present Waterown 
mill, which was not constructed until 
1635. He also locates the Indians as 
being near the mill. A reference in 
proprietor’s records of Cambridge 
page 68, locates the land of one of 
these first settlers in Newton on the 
east side of the brook, now called 
Lemon brook and on the present 
Washington street at the Corner. 

li was the same year, 1646, that the 
Rev. John Eliot came several times 
to the wigwam of Waban, which Wiii- 
throp says 'was near the Watertown 
mill." This was on the brook which! 
Wm Woods places at one and one half 
miles above the ancient place where 
Saltonstall (at Gerries landing) made 
his first settlement in Watertown. 
The ancient "pines" was the land 
between the outlet of Lemon brook 
and the marsh land above Eaneui 1. It 
is the earliest historic site in the city 
of Newton, and the archaeology of this 
locality proves it to have been the true 
location of the Indians. 

The ancient road to Roxbury, until 
1656 was quite near the river and 
through the "pines". When the 
writer came to Newton in 1838_he was 
told this by one interested in the es- 
tate. "When t lie land originally called 
the “pines’ was improved by Mr. 
Jiunneweil lie. I to perpetuate the his- 
toric name) planted a double row of 
white pine trees upon either side of 
the roadway from his mansion on 
Washington street to the river." 

The relics of these trees are to be 
i»eeii today, they are a full century 
old. The street (which intersects this 
old estate) now called CharJesbairk 
road, was first called Nonantum street 
for this same purpose, to perpetuate 
the name of an historic site in New- 
ton, the site of the ancient village of 
the Indians at Konuntum. 

At the easterly pirt of the tract of 
laud which was called the pines, is a 
natural landing place, a ledge of rock 
jutting out into the river. It was 
called within the memory of some now 
living "the landing rock" and “the 
diving rock." This is at the fool of 
the estate of Joseph Pearson Esq. 
This landing at the pines i, mention- 
ed in connection with the praying In- 
dian* and the Rev. John Eliot in our 
history as the place from which these 
Indians were shipped to Boston har- 
bor, in the autumn of 1675, by the 
General Court. H. S. Dear burn’s lilc 
of Eliot tells the pathetic story. He 
says, page 5, "they were ordered to a 
place called the Pines on Charles river 
two miles above Cambridge wncre 
boats were provided to receive them, 
Capt, Prentice with a party of horse 
t*as appointed to enforce the re- 


moval." He also say a "about mid- 
night on the 13 of October 1675, they 
were transferred to Deer Island. Their 
spiritual adviser and faithful friend 
met them and councilled patience un- 
der their sorrows and sufferings.'' 
Martin Moor's memoirs of Eliot says 
"the praying Indians to the number 
of three hundred were shipped at mid- 
night in three schooners at an hour's 
notice from the Pines to Deer Island. 
Mr. Eliot met them at the Pines and 
prayed for them" 

In lojn page 68 proprietor’s records 
of Cambridge is found a grant of land 
which locates one of the first settlers 
in Newton thus, "John Jackson 
bought of Miles Ives one dwelling 
house with eighteen acres of land on 
the south side of Charles river, in 
Cambridge bounds. Bounded on ye 
south cast on Samuel Holly’s on ye 
northeast upon Charles river, south- 
west being ye upper end’of it joining 
it to ye common set out by stakes, yc 
north west bounded with a brook and 
he ‘o reach to the middle of it" This 
seems to include the Daniels land on 
Washington street and the Brackett 
land on the river, or land cast of the 
present Lemon brook. If so the brook 
came between Win. Clements Sr. 10 
acres on the west side of the brook 
and J. Jackson’s 10 acres on the east 
side of the same. Upon these two 
lots of land has been found so many 
implements of stone as to prove be- 
yond a doubt that this was the exact 
location of the Indian village at 
Nonantum prior to the coming of the 
English settlers. The Indian imple- 
ments found upon this section of 
Newton and Waterto.vn will number 
hundreds. 

The highway to Roxbury mentioned 
in the proprietors records of Cam- 
bridge page 56, 1647, was not the 
present Washington and Galen streets 
to Watertown. It was an old Indian 
path by the river which was discon- 
tinued in 1656, At the same time tne 
street over the hill(HunnewelPs Hill) 
was laid out, see Cambridge records, 
pages 5S-6*>-82-110-136. This ancient 
Indian path and old road was situated 
along by the southern bank of the 
river, and oil the river side of the 
marsh laud above I lie present Fan- 
euil and Arsenal bridge, via the an- 
cient lauding rock at the Pines, the 
Watertown mill on the brook, now 
called Lemon brook, and Water street, 
to the Indians' fording place near 
the present Watertown bridge. The 
Watertown mill mentioued in Win- 
throp's journal in 1632 was probably 
the same for v*hich the sjoncs were 
purchased for ;£110.2s apiece in 1628, 
and the millwright, Thomas Graves 
was hired for three years by the North 
Virginia Company the same year, 
and they were set up by him on Old- 
ham’s claim as the name of Thos. 
Graves appears in the list of Water- 
town men with John Oldham, Wm. 
Woods, Robert Peaks, John Masters 
aud others who took the oath of free- 
men in May 16, 1631. One of the 
stones used for grinding corn in this 
mill is to be seen at the present time 
inserted in the face wall of the Lemon 
brook. It was removed from the ruins 
of the ancient Watertown mill by Mr. 
George Daniels, while taking out 
gravel for the roads of Newton in 1848, 
This fragment of a mill stone had 
been used as a doorstep to the mill 
building after its transformation to a 
brewery by Ensign Oaks Angier in 
1747. It has this date upon it, as can 
be plainly seen at the present time j 
"N. T. 1747." 

The site of this ancient Watertown ' 
mill is now within the boundary lim- 
its of the city of Newton. It is im- 
portant that it should be preserved 
as the oldest historic relic in New- 
ton. 

The ancient road which was discon- 
tinued in 1656 was an old Indian path 
by the river but the ancient wall at 
this place was probably built by the 
first settlers for the convenience of 
the fish weirs, which Win. Woods in 
his description of New England, 1632 
mentions thus "A little below th is 
fa'l of water (at the mill) the inhab- 
itants of Watertown have built a weir 
to catch fish wherein they take great 
store of shads aud ale wives. " He 
speak* of the fall of water thus "By 
the side of this river is Newton (the 
present Cambridge) half a mile west- 
wan! of this plantation is Watertown 
(then at Gerries landing now in Cam- 
bridge) a mile and a half from this 
town (Watertown) is a fall of fresh 
waters which coiwey themselves into 
the ocean through Charles River." 
Mr. Woods estimate of distances 
brings this fall exacty at Lemon's 
brook. The records of Cambridge 
brings the Watertown mill on the 
south side of the river at this brook, 
and Winthrop’s journal brings the 
wigwam of Waban at t lie Watertown 
mill. See his history of N. E. page 
3fi3, "And God prospered his endeav- 
ors that he gave a constant lecture to 
them (the Indians) one week at the 
wigwam of one Waban, a new sachem 
near Watertown mill, and the other 
week at the wigwam of Cutsham kin 
near Dorchester Mill." This 1 think 
locates the exact spot on which Mr. 
Eliot’s missionary efforts commenced 
in 1656. This was the same year that 
Edward Goff and two others laid cut 
the laud of the first settlers under the 
Mass, charter in the city of Newton, 
who'cauie in 1646. After these men 


came, the Indians were soon crowded 
back away from the river. In the town I 
records of Cambridge page 33 can be ; 
found "In 1637 a planting field was 
fenced off including Nonantum and 
1V( miles in the country." The plant- 
ing field was partly cultivated by the 
Indians. Sec town records of Cam- 
bridge page 89." 

A small building on Nonantum hill 
was provided for religious services for 
the praying Indians, 1 think in 1648 
but a part of them remained in the 
vicinity of the old Watertown mill 
until they were Hcut to spend the win- 
ter ot 1675 at Deer Island and then all 
were gathered into the Indian town 
ot Natick in 1676. See Gokoins report 
to the Legislature at that time 

The south shore of the river was 
the Indian's Nonantum, or place of 
rejoicing and gladness. It was his 
place of gladness because it was, as 
now, a pleasant, agreeable and healthy 
location, because it was so safe con- 
venient and accessible by canoe trans- 
portation to all the rivers and bays of 
of Eastern New England, and lastly 
because of the abundance of food and 
springs of pure water, the river and 
shore at this place furnished. In 
John Cotton's vocabulary of the Mass. 
Indians and in Roger Williams list of 
Indian words is given the following 
definitions NOO-NON-TAM, sucking 
or feeding, NO-WE-CONTAM, I am 
glad and gladness, and WO-MON- 
TAM, loving. 

The abundance of food in the river 
at that time, the good drinking water 
upon the shores, and the exceeding 
beauty and loveliness of the scenery 
is therefore described with this one 
word NONANTUM.

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BENEATH THE 
GILDED DOME. 


That interesting department in the 
State House, called the Senate Cham- 
ber, possesses a history and a flood 
of reminiscences are suggested that 
takes one back into the dim past, 
and recalls evcntB of historic inter- 
est which gives to the stately hall a 
peculiar attraction. It is one of the 
best examples of pure Colonial archi- 
tecture to be found in Massachusetts, 
and presents a strong contrast to the 
gorgcouBncss of the new Representa- 
tives Hall, to which the reader was 
recently introduced. There is some- 
thing impressive about the Senate 
Chamber, even when it is vacant, 
that makes it peculiarly appropriate 
as the home of the sedate and mellow- 
ed body of men who have been gath- 
ered, with here aud there an excep- 
tion, from tiie House below and been 
transformed by the solemn call to the 
Senate, into men who walk softly and 
speak humbly while they glide into 
the scatB that have been occupied by 
so many distinguished, and some ex- 
tinguished, men before them. One 
can hardly dream how it is possible 
for men who look today so exalted, to 
ever sink back into the calm stillness 
of the backwoods of political life, but 
so it has been from the earliest day, 
and so it will be likely to be as long 
as ambitions arc satisfied and kindled 
by the outgoing and incoming of the 
waves of opportunity. 

The forty seats of the Senate Cham- 
ber arc arranged in a circle, broken 
in the center by the exalted chair of 
the President, while the d°sk of the 
Clerk and his assistants, is in the 
centre of the room. The floor oft the 
Chamber is covered by a thick and 
costly carpet, for no foot fall must 
break the solemn stillness of the 
place where men gather and impress 
the dignity of the Upper House of 
legislation upon the casual visitor. 
Upon this Monday afternoon, wc pass 
the Guards, just in time to catch the 
inspiration from the invocation, as it 
was delivered by the Rev. Dr Horton, 
the popular Chaplain of the Senate, 
we watch the gathering of the honor: 
able Senators after a day of rest (how 
much they needed it) and see them 
enter upon another week of toil, with 
sessions varying from fourteen min- 
uutes to almost an hour in length. 
It is the universal judgment of those 
who are familiar with the past few 
years, that the present, is the best 
Senate that lias gathered on Beacon 
Hill for several years. Of course the 
presiding officer is first noted as the 
Chaplain’s prayer is finished, and 
President Dana rises to open the bus- 
iness of the day. President Dana 
came into the Senate from the House 
last year, where he had served for 
three years on several important com- 
mittees, and where he took a promi- 
nent part in the debates on the floor. 
Mr. Dana was marked for the future 
president of the Senate even before he 
left the House, and as soon as Presi- 
dent Jones retired from the honorable 
body, the choice fell upon the Newton 
man with hardly an effort on his part 
to win the prize. Mr. Dana was born 
in the city of Somerville, during the 
week preceding the Battle of Gettys- 
burg. He is, therefore, hardly forty- 
two years old, and is among the 
young men of the Senate, which 
abounds in younger men than usual. 
It is one of the ambitions of the Pres- 
ident to make, out of the present, the 
shortest session for sometime past, 
and it is becoming more and more 
evident that this ambition is to be 
realized. 

To the right of President Dana sits 
the Roman orator of the Senate, the 
Honorable IS. B. Callender of Boston. 
As yet Mr. Callender has not waken- 
ed the stillness of the Senate during 
the present session, but whenever the 
House allows something to slip 
through that body that may ueed the 
attention of the Upper Branch, the 
Dorchester man will be likely to “ask 
the indulgence of the Honorable 
Body” while he puts a few finishing 
touches to a debate which muv he 
otherwise commonplace and without 
force. 

Two seats from Mr. Callenders sits 
Senator Cheney, who voted for John 
1). Hong, being the only Republican 
Senator who did not vote for Murray 
Crane. The Senate contains a n um- 
ber of other men who have done re- 
markable things in their day, and 
some of them may be alluded to at 
another time. 


The hearings Held by the Gif] uor 
Committee, were concluded last week 
in almost a tragic manner. The hear- 
ings of this committee are always 
overhung by a more or less tragic at- 
mosphere, aud sometimes one fancies 
that if the curtain should be with- 
drawn which separates t He seen from 
the unseen, the stage might reveal 
tragedies of awful moment to those 
who sit in waiting. The last measure 
involving the attention of the com- 
mittee this year was House Bill 416, 
and was entitled “An Act to Regulate 
the Sale of Liquor near Railroad Ter- 
minals in Boston." When the matter 
was called by Chairman Lane of the 


Committee, a lady took her [dace at 
the table, held in reserve for those 
who appear for and against matters 
to be considered, and entered her 
plcu in behalf of the Bill. It would be 
useless to undertake to produce here 
the appeal of this petition, but it may 
suffice to tell the cause for her ap- 
pearance at the hearing. 

Although apparently not more than 
forty-five years of age, this woman 
has suffered the awful fate of a 
mother's sacrifice and been driven to 
an insane asylum by the downfall and 
disgrace of an only son. She was 
recently discharged from the Asylum, 
and is devoting her life to an eti 
deavor to have the saloons about the 
North Station removed, for she be- 
lieves that it was in those places that 
her son’s ruin was commenced and 
completed. The sallies of wit and 
quick repartee which were drawn 
from her by the proceedings, have 
rarely if ever been equalled in legis- 
lative hearings, the awful earnestness 
of the woman never allowed a smile 
to appear on her face, and the hearer 
could almost discern the agony of a 
broken heart in the accent of her 
voice. 

It was by no means an entertain- 
ment that morning in Room 444, and 
perhaps when the seals of the records 
arc finally broken, we shall hear more 
about House Bill 416. 

While the Ways and Means Com- 
mittees is about it, wouldn’t it be 
well to cut out some of the unneces- 
sary extravagance at the State House, 
as well as to see to it that some pub- 
lic servants arc underpaid for ser- 
vices rendered. 

It would be easier for a big camel 
to go sideways through the eye of a 
fine needle than it would be for some 
members of the legislature to get to 
the House without the support of 
their local papers, and yet the local 
papers have to fight the City news- 
paper and the legislature together, to 
obtain the printing of legal, notices 
that belong by right to them. The 
country member should remember 
that the country newspaper does not 
have the same opportunity to bolster 
up a fake circulation that the city 
newspaper enjoys by going into a lot 
of prize schemes and competitive 
humbugs that are as mi journalistic 
as it would be unprofessional for a 
minister to engage in the lottery bus- 
iness to raise money with which to 
pay for books for his library.

Washington Letter. 


Washington I). C, March 11, 1905. 

There 1s no doubt that a Han Do- 
mingan treaty wi 1 be confirmed by 
the Senate but it will be so little like 
the original treaty first submitted as 
to be unrecognizable by its authors. 
The history of this treaty is some- 
what curious. The Secretary of State 
who has during his eight years man- 
agement of the department achieved 
such a big reputation as a diplomatist 
was ill and away from the department 
during the San Domingan negotia- 
tions. An Assistant Secretary or 
shall wc say a journeyman In diplo- 
macy bungled the job. The Presi- 
dent who thinks more of results than 
of verbiage and whose time was much 
occupied with other matters permitted 
the paper to go to the Senate as pre- 
sented and it is probable that he is as 
grateful as he should be for the care- 
ful scrutiny and amendment that it 
has received from that body of law- 
yers and strict constructionists.

It is impossible under usual 
Fourth of March weather conditions 
that there shall not be many deaths 
from grippe, pneumonia and other 
diseases from exposure. When one re- 
members that a simple vote of Con- 
gress might change the day of Inaug- 
uration from chilly and boisterous 
March the Fourth to sunny April the 
thirtieth, the day on which the first 
President was sworn in it is impossi- 
ble to regard Congress as other than 
guilty of man slaughter through 
laches. On every fourth of March at 
the Inauguration ceremonies hundreds 
of thousands of people unaccustomed 
to exposure are in the weather from 
five to ten hours, often without food 
and it cannot be otherwise than that 
many of them must succumb. 

There is much interest in Washington 
and there will be more or less interest 
in the Country in the enterprise of 
building a great Convention Hall in 
the National Capital. There is no city 
ia the country' more eligible or desir- 
able for great conventions than Wash- 
ington. The Capitol, the National 
Library, the National Museum, the 
great Department buildings, the 
White House, Mount Vernon, Arling 
ton, the Washington Monument are 
only some of the attractions ot inter- 
est to patriotic Americans but there 
is no great meeting house. Congress 1 
at the session which has just closed 
voted to present to the city of Wash- 
ington the United States exhibit 
building which now stands in the St. i 
Louis Fair grounds. The frame work 
is of iron and it is calculated that it 
can be transported to Washington at 
an expense ot not more than $20,000, 
and completely rebuilt at an estimated 
expense of less than half a million 
dollars. It will make an admirable 
place for Inaugural balls and for other 
great assemblies. 

It is expected that Washington will 
at no distant day have another Art 
gallery, the gift of Mr. Freer a multi 
millionaire and an art connoiseur like 
Mr. W. W. Corcoran to whose benefi- 
cence in art and charity the National 
Capital is so much indebted. If, as it 
is said that the financial centre of the , 
world is shifting from London to New 
York why may' we not expect in time 
that the art centre will shift from 
Paris to Washington? Senator Clark 
of Montana has now on exbibtiou in 
the Corcoran Art Gallery over two huti 
dred and fifty of the chefs d ’oeurves 
of modern painters and owin g to the 
great and increasing wealth of the 
United States there are no doubt mil- 
lions of dollars in paintings and 
sculpture that will gravitate or shift 
from private galleries to the great 
public galleries where their refining j 
and ennobling influence will be felt i 
by the largest number.

Old Landmark Sold. 

Alvord Bros & Co have sold the well 
known James Hyde estate on the cor- 
ner of Centre street and Clark street, 
Newton Highlands, consisting of a 
house, stables and about 250,000 
square feet of land, with about 1200 
feet of frontage on the two streets. 
The grantor is F. L. Milliken, and 
the purchaser T. Wentworth who buys 
for occupancy and development. This 
is one of the historic estates of New- 
ton, being tlie old homestead of the 
Hyde family, long prominent in New- 
ton affairs. It was originally owned 
by Norman Clark, who died in 1815, 
and was known as the Spring Mead- 
ow. In 1816 he set it over to his 
daughter Clarissa, who married James 
Hyde, the father of James F. C. 
Hyde, the first Mayor of Newton, who 
was born in the house now standing 
on the premises. This house is a well 
known landmark in this vicinity, and 
was built about 1820. It is opposite 
the large mansion house of the late 
James F. C. Hyde, and near Hie es- 
tate of the late A. F. Hayward. As 
far back as 1794 Centre Street was 
known as the Turnpike from Water 
town to Dedham. The place is as- 
sessed for $12,700, all of which is oil 
the land except $1200.

ELECT R 1C SHOCK. 

One of the Nat Uncommon Dangers 
of Modern Life. 

One of the new and nor uncommon 
dangers of modern life is that of get- 
ting in the way of a powerful current 
of electricity and receiving the entire 
discharge through the body. The ef- 
fects of such a discharge vary, of 
course, with the strength of the cur- 
rent: there ntay he a simple sharp 
muscular contract tou. accompanied by 
the familiar disagreeable sensation of 
an el* civic shock; these contractions 
may he repealed several times after 
the current has ceased, constituting 
true convulsions or they may be a 
persist out <t ntiuucd muscular contrac- 
tion; there may be suspended resplra 
: ion while the heart continues to beat; 
both heart nml respiration may cease, 
in which case death will speedily fol- 
low unless instant medical relief is 
at hand; or in still other eases, death 
may be instantaneous. 

The first eare is. of course, to free 
the person trom contact with the live 
wire, and here great caution is neces- 
sary. or the giver of assistance may 
share the fate of the one he is trying 
to help. He must himself be insulat- 
ed before touching the victim’s body, 
if the latter is still within the path 
of the current, and this is especially 
important if the accident has happen- 
ed out-of-doors on a wet day. Care 
should he taken also not to let any 
pan of the body other than the hands, 
or rather one hand, touch the electri- 
rtod person. 

It may not be possible to pull the 
MtlTeror away trout the source of elec- 
tricity. and if not i> will be necessary 
to make a short circuit by dropping 
11 stiff wire or a 11* eta l tool of any kind 
over the live wire, or cutting; the 
wire. 

Insulation is best obtained by rubber 
boots and gloves Imt in the absence 
of these, standing oil a folded cunt 
or u woman’s silk skirl and putting 
on thick woolen gloves or wrappiniK 
tin hands in several lulds of silk, 
woolen or cotton cloth, which of 
course must be dry A dry board or 
..everal new -papers, or. better still. 
Unit. m«\ serve as an emergency in 
sulutiug stool. 

When the victim has been freed tits 
current ho should he placed on the 
back, with clothing loosened, so that 
lit* can have plenty of fresh air. tu 
severe cases artificial respiration will 
almost nl wavs in* needed, just as it is 
in en.-es of drowning, ami an early re- 
sort to It may save a life that would 
otherwise inevitably he lost. Tuere is 
little else that can be done on the spot 
for the sufferer, Imt he may need 
arefut treatment subsequently to re- 
move effects of the terrible shock lie 
has received Youth's Com pan tou.

Mrs. Emma S. Allen, wife of 
John Allen, died at her home, 102 
Charlcsbank road Wednesday night, 
in her seventy-sixth year, after a long 
illness. The funeral will be held at 
the house on Saturday at 2:15 p. m. 

Mrs. Allen was born in Brompton, 
near Hyde Park, London, England, 
August 29, 1829, and was a daughter 
of Edward and Mary Ann (Marshall) 
Slater. Mrs. Allen's childhood was 
passed alternately at her parents' 
London residence and at their coun- 
try house in Sutton. She studied with 
private instructors, as well as attend- 
ing a boarding school at Margate 
She received a thorough musical ed- 
ucation and became an accomplished 
pianist. In 1852, after a severe ill- 
ness, her physician advised a sea 
voyage, and she came to America to 
visit a married sister, landing in 
Boston in June after a six weeks’ trip 
b}* sailing vessel. A position was 
soon offered her as teacher of music 
in the Hyannis Academy, where she 
taught about two years. Later she 
taught music in many of the leading 
families of Boston and Milton. She 
was married May 14, 1857, to John 
Allen, son of Henry Allen, formerly 
of Leominster, and spent her whole 
married life in and near Boston. For 
nearly forty years they lived in New- 
ton, most of the time on Charlcsbank 
road. Mrs. Allen was brought up in 
the Church of England but had for 
many years attended the Chamiing 
church. 

Mrs. Allen was a woman of great 
strength of character and tireless en- 
ergy. The interests of her life were 
centered in the welfare of those near- 
est to her in relationship, but she kept 
up a warm friendship with many 
whose acquaintance with her dated 
from her earliest years in this coun- 
try. She twice visited England after 
her marriage, the last time in 18%, 
when she spent about six months with 
relatives in London, as well as taking 
a trip to Paris and Switzerland. She 
was a delightful conversationalist 
and gifted with a strong memory, and 
her stories of her early English days 
were always interesting. Mrs. Allen 
was a great lover of nature, especially 
of the sea, and the rougher the 
weather the greater her enjoyment. 

Besides her husband Mrs. Allen 
leaves two sons, Charles C. Allen and 
William E. Allen two granddaughters 
Misses Marie and Corimie Allen, 
daughters of Charles C. Allen and 
two grandsons, Frank Allen Burt and 
Philip H. Burt. Her only daughter, , 
Susie Frances, wife of Frank H. 
Bnrt, died in 1893.

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How British Cities Man- 
age Public Utilities 

One of the Most Tremendous industrial Revo- 
lutions Since the Birth of Modern Civilization

G reat Britain d in the throoa 
of n revolution, ller antique 
customs itntl venerated inst Itit- 
tious ure hi process of ilostruc- 
tioti. From out their ruins there is 
rearing the framework of mi edifice 
which may typify a new civilization. 
*Tlio revolutionists nre In absolnle con- 
trol, yet their numberless victories have 
l»oen won without a blow struck in 
h siger. 

I claim credit for a discovery. The 
United States Is the most conservative 
nation on tbe globe, and ({rout Britain I 
Is the most radical. We smile ut tlie 
visionary nnd hesitate to grant bis the- 
ories tbe favor of n bored tolerance. | 
erflft" BFftfuh elects arm— rn’OTrrre. en- 
dorses and adopts his fancies and by 
tbe expenditure of countless millions 
of tronsure, willingly raised, transforms 
ihls dreams into monumental and seem- 
ingly practical reulltles. 

Iu more than 100 of tbe larger cities 
of tbe United Kingdom the right of pri- 
vate ownership lu public utilities has 
ibeeu repen led by legal euactmcuts. 
'Those of us whose knowledge of what 
‘has happened Is coutiucd to occasional 
newspaper comments have not the 
faintest conception of the stupendous 
momentum of this movement or of 
what it portends not to England alone, 
but to every civilized country on the 
face of the earth. 

Even more startling Is tbe paradox 
•that this municipal radicalism has de- 
veloped among a people who yet <Mi- 
pldly cling to obsolete customs aim tra- 
ditions nnd whose commercial and man- 
ufacturing prestige is menaced by their 
refusal to adopt methods and devices 
•of proved superiority. It shall he my 
purpose to show in accurate contrasts 
the products of the new radicalism and 
the time worn Institutions which sur- | 
round them. i 

It had been represented to me that 
our English neighbors were divided 
Into two classes in the matter of pub- 
lic ownership of such undertakings ns 
street ruilways. gas and electric light- 
ing plants, baths and washhouses, ten- 
ement bouses and cottages, docks, mu- 
nicipal farms and other enterprises 
which have been completed or are In 
progress of construction. I had been 
Jed to believe from reiterated state- 
“'menls in various publications that a 
powerful and aggressive minority of 
the English people were arrayed 
Mgaiust any extension of unmieipaily 
owned works nnd that through their in- | 
tfuence a bult had been called. 

Tbe simple truth of the mutter Is that 
there is no organized opposition iu 
Great Britain against the public own- 
ership of utilities which naturally tend 
to monopolize control. There nre indi- 
viduals who protest against wliat lias 
been done and who sound warnings 
against all that Is proposed, but their 
feeble activity makes not the slightest 
impression on tbe collective English 
mind. 

The citizens and taxpayers of that 
country have accepted public owner- 
ship and have installed it us u tlxed in- 
stitution. They act and speak as if 
they have forgotten that uny other sys- 
tem ever existed. They do not consider 
new projects as experiments, but us . 
investments. The few privately owned 
street railways are looked on us curios- 
ities. 

The Intelligent observer of this de- 
velopment Is ulmosi bewilder«*d by the 
paradox which it presents. The Eng- 
lish Individual — uh un lmlivhluul— is the 
most conservative in the world, lie Is 
devotedly widdetl to i lint which was. 
He venerates that which is old. An- 
tiquity Is a standard of value. He re- 
veres thut which an American scorns 
as obsolete and scoffs at Innovation* of 
demonstrated utility. He prefers a res- 
idence guiltless of plumbing and an of- 
fice building without an elevator or 
any of the modern conveniences, Be- 
cause his ancestors did not know how 
to heat a building In winter or venti- 
late it in summer he is content to suffer 
from the inclemencies of both seasons. 

1'ohifcully and economically all of his 
teachers were of the individualistic 
school. In fact, there was no oilier 
school iu Gicnl Britain. Henna ny was 
forced 10 listen to the radical theories 
of Karl Marx and Ferdinand Eli Salle. 
France whm agiluleU by the teachings 
of St. Simon, Louis Blanc and others 
more or less visionary, who contended 
for the supremacy of collective over In- 
dividual effort. But the writings of 
such men made no impress lu England 
agulnst the sober logic of Adam Smith, 
John Stuurt Mill and more recently ■ 
Herbert Spencer. All of these uiuJ 
scores of lesser dogmatists treated the 
theory of public ownership with era- 
contempt or else Ignored it as not 
worthy of uttack. 

How comes it that from such a soli 
»hik 1 iu such uu atmosphere the state 
gind the city have set themselves up as 
hbe superior of the private owners of 
I vast enterprises? How comes it thut 
jthe conservative and uuJmuglnatlve 
’Englishman has boldly Initiated u pro 
gTuuuije which would stagger the 
adaptable' VreuTlT 3u’<f confouud tbe 
practical and progressive German? 


In no nation in Christendom has In- 
dividual effort made so lamentable a 
failure as in Great Britain. I do not 
menu a failure in a dividend paying 
sense, but n failure to keep anywhere 
mar abreast of Ihe mechanical, inven- 
tive and engineering progress of the 
age. The rapid development of ma- 
chinery and of processes linil the same 
effect In England as elsewhere— viz, the 
formation of large corporations, some 
of which secured monopolistic control 
in various Helds, Gas plants, water- 
works and street railways were thus 
constructed nnd operated. At the in- 
ception of these enterprises there was 
no demand for public ownership. It 
was not until traveled Englishmen de- 
clared that such properties were far 
heloxv the standard of efficiency and 
economy established lu oilier countries 
that there was a clamor for Improved 
service nnd reduced rates. 

Then It was that the Inertia of the 
English and Scottish capitalists reveal- 
ed Itself. These placid men could see 
no reason why they should change. 
They smiled at the assertion that there 
was anything to learn from what had 
developed In the United States and In 
other countries which had a mania for 
tearing down old things and erecting 
new ones In their places. George Fran- 
cis Train hail landed iu England and 
performed the miracle of introducing 
horse cars, or ‘Tramways,*’ as they 
term them. Was it not enough to 
adopt one American device without at- 
tempting to follow the hazardous ex- 
periments of cable cars and electrical 
traction? They would not listen to any 
demand for modern methods. 

In taking this attitude they were lu 
exact accord with other property own- 
ers whose money was Invested in enter- 
prises not so public in their nature. The 
landlord whose buildings were devoted 
to offices did not tear them down and 
erect new ones when reminded that 
New York. Chicago and scores of 
American cities had revolutionized 
that type of architecture. Tbe dens 
off Fleet street and tbe Straiul were 
good enough for Do m hey & Bon, nnd 
the squalid quarters of the Cheshire 
Cheese served to meet the demands of 
Samuel Johnson and Oliver Goldsmith. 
Why tear them down in imitation of a 
uation which was woefully lacking in 
antiquities and traditions? Borne of 
the hotels yielded to a popular demand 
for elevators, so they put them iu nnd 
called them ‘’lifts.” but absolutely re- 
fused to consider any such wild eyed 
scheme as a system of plumbing which 
would provide hot and cold water iu 
rooms occupied by their guests. Nor Is 
there a hotel lu Great Britain which l 
have seen or heard of that lias adopted 
this “modern improvement.” 

With these and a thousand other ex- 
amples to fortify bis course, it is small 
wonder that the English Investor In 
street railways, gas plants and similar 
quasi public enterprises declined to 
yield to the growing demand for bet- 
ter service, lie was equally deaf to tbe 
representatives of private manufactur- 
ers who urged that by the Introduction 
of electricity and other “Innovations” 
an increased efficiency could be ob- 
tained which would show In Increased 
dividends. He would not listen to a 
word of it. Thai which had been good 
enough for Ids father was good enough 
for hliu. 

Buch was the attitude of the private 
capitalist In Great Britain when the 
public ownership movement bad its 
birth, and such is bis attitude at the 
present moment, lie does not believe 
in any novelty not of his own Inven- 
tion. and he lias neither the taste nor 
the talent for invention, lie therefore 
stood still, and the public ran over him. 
I am nimble to find any record that the 
English capitalist offered any decided 
opposition in this tragedy. Certainly he 
did not become excited over It. That 
would not have been hi good form. lie 
simply waited and watched Ihe proces- 
sion pass. Public ownership became a 
recognized institution without bis sanc- 
tion. assent, dissent, comment or ex- 
citement. 

England 1ms adopted public owner- 
ship for the simple reason that private 
capitalists refused to properly manage 
private monopolies. Then' was no sen- 
timent about It. There was no uppcul 
to high economic Ideals. There was no 
academic discussion, it did not oven 
form u partisan Issue and was rarely a 
phmk in a local plat form. 

And despite all this there has been 
accomplished one of the most tremen- 
dous industrial and economic revolu- 
tions since the birth of modern civili- 
zation.

THE LIGHT BRIGADE. 

Hint ttio £i\ llrniilrril Itmlr Into the 
•lim* of lirnih. 

Sergeant Mjjcmtley. who died oil Jan. 
II, gave this account of llulnklnvn: 

On the morning of Bahtklnvn 1 was 
in a tent with eight comrades, nnd only 
two of them returned at night. I rode 
through the charge on the left II lo but 
one, the outside man being called Her- 
bert, We luul not gone far before Her- 
bert was kilted by a ea niton hall, A 
moment or two after my right hand 
man hud Ills head taken elenn off by n 
round shot. His trunk kept upright on 
the horse for several yiuds and then 
fell over near me. Men nnd horses now 
began to full very fast, and we galloped 
ns bard uh ever we could. 

Wo got among the gims at Inst, and 
if it was a proud moment for ns the 
feeling was short lived. We fully ex- 
pected to he supported, but when Ihe 
smoke cleared wo discovered Unit what 
we took for British troops were In re- 
ality Russian cavalry. They came for 
us in a perfect cloud, and wo faced 
about and rushed right into them, 
flierc was an awful clash of swords, 
and almost before we could rcnllze it 
we hnd eut right through thorn. This 
opened a passage for the remainder of 
the brigade and was the only real bit 
of lighting wc had. The oilier was only 
slaughter. 

HE CONSULTED BACON. 

Why Andrew JnrUinn Fonirlit Ilia 
Duel WIIH Colonel Avery. 

It was Andrew Jackson's habit to 
carry In bis saddlebags when he at- 
tended court n copy of ‘‘Bacon's 
Abridgment” and to make frequent ap- 
peals to It in bis cases. Tills precious 
book was always carefully done up in 
course brown paper, and the unwrap- 
ping of the volume was a very solemn 
function ns performed by Jackson, who 
was then only twenty-one .veal’s old. 
Colonel Avery (lining Ihe trial which 
preceded the duel belwcen himself nnd 
Jackson procured a piece of bacon the 
size of the book, and while Jackson 
was addressing the court ho slipped nut 
the volume from Its wrapping and sub- 
stituted the bit of pork. At length 
Jackson bad occasion to appeal to Lord 
Bacon. While still talking he raised 
the bearskin flap of bis saddlebags, 
drew out the brown paper package, 
carefully milled the string, unfolded 
the paper with decorous gravity and 
then, without looking at what he held 
In his hand, exclaimed triumphantly, 
“We will now sec whnt Bacon says!” 
What wonder that tbe ller.v young 
lawyer blazed with anger, while the 
courtroom rang with laughter at ids 
expense mid that be afterward chal- 
lenged Colonel A very.— Harper's. 

WATCHMAKING. 

There Are HIrIi ty Srpnr*|p Opera- 
I Iona n Dnltincv Wheel. 

M. Fhv re- Beret, who investigated the 
watchmaking Industry In the New Eng- 
land states some years ago. stated that 
the average production of -1(1.000 work- 
men iu Switzerland was forty watches 
each per annum, while In America the 
average was 1.70 Hue watches for each 
man employed. 

B.v the aid of special machines In 
these wnlrh factories one man can 
make l .IN Kl fine screws per day. some 
of which are so small that more than 
lOO.OliO iire required lo weigh a pound. 
One of (he llnest pieces made Is a 
"pallet arbor,” or pivotal bolt, which 
for a small sized watch has si thread 
of a«u to the inch, weighs 1 l TO, WO of 
a pound, undergoes 2." opera Hons and 
costs but 2*4 cents. Measurements are 
gauged to l-2r»,nw of an Inch. 

The balance wheel, after being ma- 
chined. weighs only 7 grains and when 
fitted with 10 gold screws weighs 7.2 
grains. There are no separate opera- 
tions upon a balance wheel, 00 of them 
being drilling, threading and counter- 
sinking holes. The drills revolve at u 
speed of t.son turns a minute, and one 
operator can drill upward of 2.2 ' mi holes 
for the balance wheels per day.— An- 
nals of American Academy. 

For In* tlHrlo Duly. 

The octrlo duty, so familiar to all In 
I'aris. is uu Import precisely similar In 
principle and practice to the customs 
duty paid on goods entering a foreign 
country. You go out of Paris for the 
day to visit a friend who has a charm- 
ing garden in Ihe suburbs, and he hos- 
pitably loads you on your departure 
with new potatoes, peas and fresh sal- 
ad. When you reach Paris there Is. j 
whether you arrl ' by rail or road, a 
functionary who wants to know “what i 
you've got there,” and unless H be of a 
very (tilling sort you will have to pay a 
percentage oil Its esteemed value.

BOARD OF ALDERMEN. 

Street Railways Debated on Monday 
Night. 

Edwin M. Fowle Appointed Overseer of the Poor— 
flany Hatters of Interest. 


The rcgular^meeting of the alder- 
men was held Monday evening at • :45 
o’clock. 

President Saltonstall in the chair 
and all the members being present, 
COMMUNICATIONS 
FROM THE MAYOR. 

Submitting appointment of Edwin 
M, Fowle as Overseer of the Poor. 
Confirmed with 20 favorable ballots. 

A recommendation that the salary be 
fixed at $1700 for this position was re- 
ferred to the Committee on Finance. 

Recommending removal of elm tree 
on Washington st near Prospect st. 
A hearing was ordered for April 3 at 
7 :45 p. m.

HOMER STREET TRACKS. 

At 8 o’clock a hearing was an- 
nounced upon the proposed revocation 
■of location of the Newton. & Boston 
St. Rwy Co in Homer Bt. 

Ex-alderman Henry Baily said that 
this matter had been so thoroughly 
discussed that there was nothing new 
to be’said. After referring to the pe- 
tition of the First Church, he said that 
no people engaged in the worship of 
God should be disturbed unless there 
was a great public necessity therefor. 
He called attention to the fact that 
even with the track removed the resi- 
dents of this street would still be bet- 
ter served in street railway matters 
than a Large 'part of the entire city. 
I-n the matter of street construction, 
Mr. Baily said that Homer st was 
in such a condition that if the tracks 
were allowed to remain a large 
amount of money must be spent on it 
this vear. Mr. Baily said he under- 
stood that the Company was not only 
willing to do all the law required them 
to do, but were also willing to con- 
tribute toward the total expense. It 
is not necessary that the amount of 
this contribution should be made 
public, as it was not the taxpayers 
money that was^beiug used. If the 
amount offered is acceptable to the 
aldermen, it is all that is necessary, 
and there is no need of hanging up 
a matter of this kind on snch a point. 
All these Mr. Baily urged, are subor- 
dinate questions to the main fact of 
what the public convenience and 
necessity require in this case. Mr. 
Baily ridiculed the argument that be- 
cause a person had purchased proper- 
ty on this street because there was a 
street railway there Jhat they there- 
for had a right to demand that the 
railway be kept there, and said that 
if such was the case, a man who had 
bought property on a street where 
there was no street railway track 
could maintain that because of that 
fact no track should ever be laid 
therein. Such a condition would stop 
all civic progress. Mr. Baily said 
that the average mile of street rail- 
way track in Mass, served 1100 per- 
sons, and in this case you are asked 
to retain a track for a population of 
but 200 persons, and asked to main- 
tain this line in the face of the fact 
that only 120b feet away is another and 
a better line, adding but a short walk 
of from 2 to 5 minutes. Homer st is 
also a thoroughfare oetween West 
Newton and Newton Centre and is the 
only direct route between those vil- 
lages and the sections beyond. Under 
these circumstances the board should 
have no difficulty in deciding what 
the public necessity and convenience 
is in this case. 

Burton 1*. Gray Esq said he ap- 
peared for the First Church, Mr. Wil- 
der, Mr. Sawyer am! several others. 
You all know {he condition of Homer 
st aud understand this question. 1 
believe that property values will be 
enhanced aud a; dangerous street to 
travel, improved by the removal of 
these tracks. This, however is but the 
view of private interests, similar to 
the view of the remonstrants that 


they will be inconvenienced by the 
removal. We are entitled to have a 
street free clear for traffic and if the 
car line is diverted to Commonwealth 
ave the service will be bettered and 
the running time improved. Mr. 
Gray filed a petition in favor of re- 
moval of tracks and read a letter from 
ex-alderman Mclleii in the same line. 

Ex-alderman Henry 15. Day. I have 
a selfish interest in this matter, but 
shoutd not appear here did 1 not be- 
lieve that my ideas are shared by 
many others who live in my vicinity. 
In driving to Newton Centre and Bos- 
ton the standing cars at Walnut st 
and the steep hill on Commonwealth 
ave east of Walnut st are avoided if 
Homer street is taken. This is a 
question for the whole city therefore 
and not alone for Homer st residents, 
and my plea is for those who make 
use of Homer st as a thoroughfare. 

Mr. John S. Alley. It is much more 
convenient for me to drive to Newton 
Centre by way of Homer st and it is 
much safer for the cars to use Com- 
monwealth ave. I do not question the 
fact that within one year after the 
tracks are removed from'Hotner st the 
residents there would refuse to have 
them replaced. 

Mr. E- H. Ferry. I have used 
Homer street and have met but few 
cars and have noticed but little travel 
on the cars I have seen. There is no 
public convenience served by these 
tracks. The street is na rrow at pres- 
ent but the grade is ca9y. 

President Claflin in reply to a ques- 
tion said he believed the tracks were 
laid in 1895. 

Mr. George M. Butler presented a 
petition signed by 62 residents of 
Homer st and vicinity remonstrating 
against the removal of^tracka. 

He said that this petition represent- 
ed a property valuation of $600,000. 
The points he made in favor of re- 
moval were the triple transfers to 
reach the north side ot the city the 
loss of patronage to the Company: 
and unsafe and unlighted condition 
of the cross streets between Homer 
st and Commonwealth ave., the fact 
that the Episcopal church does not 
petition for removal, and that Homer 
st was not particularly desirable for 
driving purposes. 

Mr. O. D. Fellows protested against 
the injustice to those who had pur- 
chased property on that street and 
said that when a man bought any- 
thing he should have the goods de- 
livered. When he purchased his 
place the railway was put forward as 
an inducement and he not only bought 
his place but all the accommodations 
which went with it. The track is a 
fixture or the company would not have 
raised a long time mortgage upon i*. 
He enumerated a long list of what he 
claimed were deceptions. He called 
attention to the taxes paid by the re- 
monstrants and said they were pay- 
ing for accommodations for street 
railway service which the aldermen 
were bound to guarantee to them. He 
criticized the petition in favor saying 
that the"rank and file sign petitions 
like a flock of sheep and if they had 
the sense of a yellow dog they would 
see that this matter was none of their 
business. Whoever heard of a half 
dozen lawyers working simply for 
charity. Possibly the remonstrants 
were unfortunate in not having a 
lawyer but we didn’t have the price. ! 
Against wealth and influence we are j 
putting truth, justice and right. 

Mr. S. R. Porter said the large 
number present showed that they 
were interested as remonstrants. The 
church people now say that the noise 
is not noticeable. When so many im- 
provements are agitated in this city 
it is strange that you should ’consider 
a project to spend money on macad- 
amizing this street. Mr. Porter then 
filed a remonstrance signed by 103 
ladies and read a letter of remon- 
| strancc from Chas. S. Davis. 

Mr. H. G. Briiickcrhoff said the 
i people would not get better accommo- 
dations from the Commonwealth ave 
route. 

Mr. R. W. Newton. The ladies 
take a deep interest in this matter as 
they use this line a great deal. The 
church of today ought not to mind a 
little noise. The $600,000 remon- 
strance are entitled to consideration 
and should not be trifled with. I 
counted 300 automobiles passing on 
Commonwealth ave one Sunday after- 
■ noon and you ask us to send our small 
children to this place to use the cars 
to go to school. Homer street had 
the tracks first and if parallel tracks 
are an objection take up those on 
Commonwealth ave. 

Mr. Baily apologized for stating 
that 200 was the population of this 
district after the remonstrance claimed 
300. He said he did not include those 


who lived equally distant from Com- 
monwealth ave and Homer st. 

Nfr. Gray said the church was not a 
catspaw of the railroad in this mat- 
ter. The vote was passed at its annual 
meeting. Personally he had never 
received one cent of remuneration in 
this matter. 

The hearing closed at 9:32 P, M.

WASHINGTON STREET TRACKS. 

Wheu the order granting the New- 
ton Street Railway Co. a location for 
double track in Washington st be- 
tween Commonwealth ave and 
Greenough st was reached. Alderman 
Webster offered a minority report to 
the effect that a condition requiring 
widening to 70 feet at expense of 
Company should be added to the 
order. The report was received and 
the amendment considered. 

Alderman Webster. I offer this 
amendment not because I am opposed 
to this additional track, but because 
it has been an unwritten law in this 
city that there should be no double 
tracks in streets less than 70 feet in 
width. The city should not be put 
to one dollar's expense by reason of 
this track. Washington st has got 
to be widened, it is a main thorough- 
fare and its present width is barely 
sufficient fer travel, it will be still 
worse with two tracks and additional 
cars. This is really a two track loca- 
tion, 800 feet long and not u turnout. 

I am willing to accept a contract with 
the Co. that it will widen the street 
in the future whenever the city may 
require. 

Alderman Hunt. Dr. Paine protests 
strongly against this location without 
widening.

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BENEATH THE 
GILDED DOME. 


Chaplain Horton of the Senate al- 
ays observes current events in his in- 
vocations at the opening of the ses- 
sion of the Upper Branch, and when 
the Senate was called to order last 
Thursday, Evacuation Day, Dr. Hor- 
ton delivered the following patriotic 
appeal : 

“Gracious God, on this day of com- 
memoration, wc remember the heroes 
of old who laid the foundations of 
this government. We would recall 
their services and virtues that we 
may attain some portion of their in- 
spiring power. Wc thank thee for the 
spirit of liberty that flamed through 
them and was so grandly displayed. 
Their deeds shine like stars in a night 
of oppression. Perpetuate, we pray 
Thee, the love of freedom and the 
spirit of independence down to the 
latest generation. Unite our country- 
men today for liberty to our American 
spirit which includes noble patriotism 
and greatest liberty of citizenship, 
and the Kingdom of Christ shall all 
the more come because we do some- 
thing to bring it.” 

The prayers of Dr. Horton are en- 
hanced in value and interest because 
they arc always impromptu and force 
themselves, by their lofty unction, 
from the heart of the petitioner to the 
heart of the hearer. It is hardly too 
much to expect that the quality of 
legislation in the Senate Chamber 
must be exalted, in a degree at least, 
by the earnestness, devotion and lofty 
sentiments that arc expressed at the 
opening of each session. 

Among the blight things that have 
take place during the session was the 
incident which occurred last week 
during the debate upon the suggestion 
of Governor Douglas recommending 
an Industrial Commission. Represen- 
tative Cushman of Somerville, in sup- 
porting the Committee report that no 
legislation was necessary, held up to 
the view of the House one of the 
pictorial posters used in the cam- 
paign last fall, exhibiting Governor 
Douglas at different stages in his 
career, from the small beginning to 
the present time, when he has a cor- 
poration capitalized at S2, 000,000, 
and which claims its output has been 
$31,000,000 and that for ten years its 
product has increased more than 
$1,000,000 a year. “Does that sug- 
gest that we need an Industrial Com- I 
mission?” cried Mr. Cushman. It 
was one of the best speeches of the 
session, and made a decided sensation 
in the House. Allen of Brockton, 
Schofield of Ipswich and others, un- 
dertook to turn the tide, but the 
House caught the idea, and when 
the House catches an idea, the con- 
tagion runs like wild fire. Governor 
Douglas’ Industrial Commission re- 
sembles the Arab’s tent. 

The Bill for the abolition of capi- 
tal punishment has been . reported 
adversely by the Committee on 
Judiciary, with four dissenters; Sen- 
ators Clark and Callcndar uud Rep- 
resentatives Grady of Boston and 
Evans of Everett. If the legislature 
agrees with the Committee, the mur- 
derer will have to Bit in the electric 
chair, if he lives to get there. 

The Bill to change the legal rate of 
interest on personal loans so that it 
shall not exceed ten per cent, per an- 
num has been ordered to a third read- 
ing in the House. Now when that 
becomes a law, just see how Shylock 
will get around it. It takes a pretty 
swift law to get ahead of the money 
lender. The modern Portia would 
find a tougher problem thau the one 
“nominated in the Bond,” if she 
should get after a modern money len- 
der. It is a pretty deep gulf over 
wlvich Jhangs the sign “no money 
down. " 

It was rather a suggestive circum- 
stance the other day as the Committee 
was hearing the Smoke Nuisance Bill 
to observe four chmneys within sight 
of the State House belching forth 
clouds of black smoke and fine parti- 
cles of soot falling upon the linen of 
the members of ths Committee and 
even penetrating the nostrils of those 
who were present in remonstrance. 

The four-headed matter now being 
heard by the Street Railway Commit- 
tee is one of the most interesting 
propositions before the legisla t ure. 
Four projected street railways between 
Boston and Providence in these times 
of consolidation, receiverships, leas- 
ing and a general iu-the-air condition 
would seem to suggest a holding up 
attitude on the part of the legislature. 
No one could have attended the hear- 
ing without being convinced tiiat 
there must have been a cat somewhere 
iti the bake-sliop. 

The short lobsters are not all in the 
legislature; some are ill the sea, and 
there is a bill now pending to open 
the markets for the sale of imported 
short lobsters. It would seem as 
though there were enough lobsters, of 
all lengths, and with various degrees 
of intelligence within the borders of 
the Commonwealth, without opening 
the markets to foreign productions. 

A rather suggestive observation is 
thst which discloses the fact that out 


of the forty Senators, thirty of them 
were born since 1850, and out of the 
forty, twenty-one arc bald. To be 
sure, among some, daylight only can 
be seen through the thin clouds over- 
hanging their cratiltims but it Is only 
the lingering haze just before a clenr 
sky. 

At the next meeting of the Western 
Massachusetts Club, Senator Burns is 
to “pour tea” and Representative 
Atnes is to light the cigars. 

The legislature is in no danger of 
an attack of appendcitis, for its ap- 
pendix was removed at the election 
last November.

LAW DEPARTMENT.

Quaere:— -While walking down Cen- 
tre Street last Thursday night about 
half past seven o'clock I slipped on 
some ice ou the concrete sidewalk, 
and was badly hurt. It was a clear 
cold night and I was walking care- 
fully. The dark concrete makes it 
next to impossible to see the ice un- 
less the light from some street light 
strikes it. The ice was not sanded. 
The lawn adjoining the place where I 
fell slopes down to the sidewalk and 
the ice was formed from water from 
the melting snow which runs across 
the sidewalk. Please tell me if I have 
any right to sue. J. P. W* 

Answer. 1. You cannot recover 
against the City of Newton, if the 
sidewalk was reasonably safe and con- 
venient for travel, but for the presence 
of the ice. Municipalities formerly 
were liable in cases like this but their 
liability was cancelled by the legis- 
lature in 1896. 

2. You cannot recover against the 
owner of the adjoining land. There 
seems to have been no liability at 
common law on the part of the abut- 
ter to keep his sidewalk reasonably 
safe and convenient for travcL. From 
early times this duty has been im- 
posed upon towns and cities by stat- 
ute and such is the law today. In 
1859 it was held that the city alone 
was liable for Injuries resulting from | 
the presence of ice and snow from 
uatural causes upon the sidewalk. It ! 
was said that the abutter was under 
no obligation to keep the sidewalk in 
repair, that the duty belonged to the 
city alone and that even an ordinance 
requirirg him to remove the ice and 
snow gave no right of action to auy 
person injured because of his failure 
so to do. Iu Newton the city ordnance 
requires the abutters to remove only 
snow from the sidewalk. But the 
abutter has been held liable where 
snow and ice has collected ou his side- 
walk either because he has cast it j 
there or because something has been 
done or left undone upon his prem- 
ises. For instance he has been held 
liable where he allowed a broken 
waterspout which cast water upon the 
sidewalk to remain unrepaired. Again 
where lie maintained a waterspout 
which discharged eituer directly upon 
the sidewalk or into a gutter which 
ran across the walk, he haB been held 
for damage to one injured by icc 
which formed upon the walk or in 
the gutter. This was on the ground 
that he was maintaining a nuisance. 
But in your case the abutter has 
done nothing to cast the water upon 
tiie sidewalk, his sole fault being that 
he has not prevented the forces of na- 
ture from depositing the water where 
it was likely to do harm. As the 
Court lias said in one of its opnions 
this is one of the “usual effects of 
our climate.” Therefore you have no 
redress for your injury. 

Quaere:— A and B. are partners in 
business. By the partnership articles 
A. directs that at his death B. shall 
continue the business for ten years, 
paying a certain per ccntage of the 
profit to A’s wife, and that after the 
ten years B. shall own the business 
entirely. A dies and leaves a will in 
winch he doesn't mention the partner- 
ship articles, and in which he pro- 
vides that his wife may make any 
agreement she sees tit with the sur- 
viving partner iu regard to carrying 
on tiie business. Is the wife of A. 
bound by the partnership Articles/ 
K. 11. 

Answer. Yes. By the partnership 
articles A’s assets invested in the 
partnership at his death are bound to 
continue there, if B, so desires, and 
Jl’a contractual rights in the matter 
cauuot be effected by the provisions 
of A’s will.

Literary Notes. 

The April number of Pearson’s 
Magazine contains nine special 
articles, besides eight short stories, 
the leading article being a pro- 
lusely illustrated one, ‘‘The Church 
of the Holy Sepulcher.” ‘‘Fighting 
Fog by Electricity” is an account 
of the latest world-famous in- 
vention, which bids fair almost to 
revolutionize travel at sea. ‘‘Vaccin- 
ating the Ground” tells of the won 
derful innovation by which the United 
States Agricultural Bureau expects 
to lessen the need for artificial fer- 
tilizers. One of the most stirring 
accounts of automobile experiences 
appears in this number, under the 
title ‘‘The Automobile Roughing it.” 
‘‘The Music Master and David War- 
fifcjd,” ‘‘The Self Supporting Home,” 
the base-ball article “The Men on 
Whom the Championships Depend,” 
and Augusus Lerrok’a final inslal- 
'ment of “How a Big Newspaper is 
Conducted” complete the list of 
“specials.” The number contains the 
usual assortment of bright, snappy 
Bhort stories— love stories, storieB of 
adventure, and detective stories. 

Four of the principal articles in the 
National Magazine for April deal 
with the railway problem now to the 
front in American poltics. The titles 
of the articles and their authors are: 
“Congress and the Railroads,” by 
Representative John J. Esch, author 
ot the rate bill now pending in con- 
gress. The “Republic vs. the Bank- 
ing' Syndicates,” by Frank Putnam. 
“The Masters of Our Railways,” by 
Edward D. Tittmaun, railroad expert 
of the New York Times. “What 
Causes Railway Wrecks.” by C. H. 
Allison, of the Illinois Central Rail- 
road. Mr. Each urgently advises 
railway managers to accept federal 
control of rates, lest federal owner- 
ship prove to be the- only alternative— 
and Mr. Esch does not desire federal 
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ownership. Mr. Putnam argue* that 
the railway* are public highway* 
that should be open to all comer* on 
precisely equal term*, and declare* 
his belief that unjust and illegal dis- 
criminations will continue as long as 
these public highway* remain in pri- 
vate hand*. Mr. Tlttmann marshals 
data to support Mr. Esch’s assertion 
that five or six banking syndicate* 
own most of the railway* in thia 
country, and control the remainder. 
Mr. Tittmann present* portraits of 
eight of the railway kings of the 
United State*. Mr. Allison make* an 
artful special plea in extenuation of 
the wholesale slaughter of passenger*, 
employees and trespassers on Ameri- 
can railways, charging most of the 
blame against railway labor unions. 
This contention is vigorously combat- 
ted by Mr. Putnam. The literary and 
pictorial features of the number are 
up to its usuual high standard. 
Among the contributors are Charles 
Warren Stoddard, Joe Mitchell Chap- 
pie, Katherine Lee Bates, Governor 
Charles Aycock of North Carolina, 
Youc Noguchi, Miriam Sheffey, James 
Ball Naylor, Anna McClure Sholl; J. 
F. Conrad, the new Iowa humorist, 
and Mabel Percy Haskell, 

McClure’s for April tempts extrava- 
gant praise. Articles of world wide 
scope, sound, pertinent, going deeply 
into great affairs fairly teem in itB 
pages, crowding close with a goodly 
list of bright, diverting fiction. They 
go into many fields of human activi- 
ties, and there is equal diversity 
among the stories. It is a number 
that carries breathless interest. How 
the greatest American fortune grew 
by automatic process from 52,000,000 
to half a billion within a century is 
told by Burton J. Hendrick in “The 
Astor Fortune.” Lincoln Steffens 
has turned his attention to New Jer- 
sey, there to find the biggest theme 
he has yet encountered. This state is 
selling out the rest of us for money. 
She has become a financial pirate’s 
haven. Her “Letters of Marque” 
are the legal license of the trusts. In 
this, the hatchery of all special priv- 
leges, has been fostered all that is in 
opposition to a “square deal.” “New 
Jersey: A Traitor State” tells a story 
that every citizen who cares for his 
country, his state, or his city should 
know. “What Ails Russia” by Per- 
ceval Gibbon, is a vivid and powerful 
pen-picture of the men who have 
brought Russia to her present extrem- 
ity.

Whist. 

“Do you think that I was warranted 
in opening trumps from my hand?” 
Having asked this question at the 
conclusion of the play of a deal, the 
player may proceed to face his hand, 
calling attention to its salient fea- 
tures. More often than not, it is 
when the holding contains four trumps 
or less that the question is asked. 

In giving his answer to such ques- 
tions the writer proposes, today, to 
take up first hands containing less 
than four trumps. 

Whatever opinion he may have held 
during his earlier experimental trials 
of “short” trump openings, the con- 
clusions reached have led to the for- 
mulation of the following rule: 

Short trump leads are warranted 
from hands containing an established 
suit, one sure, or dependable reentry 
and fair blocking support in a second 
suit. 

The ‘'established suit” may not be 
established in the strictest sense of 
the term. But such suits as ace, king, 
queen and two or more low cards; ace, 
king, knave and two or three low, or 
ace, king and four or more low; in 
other words, suits, headed by two or 
more winning cards, of such length 
as practically to insure the capture by 
the winning cards of any high cards 
that may be out against the holder of 
the suit, are considered sufficient to 
warrant the risk incurred by the 
trump lead under the rule. 

By sure, or dependable reentry is 
meant an ace, or king and queen in 
combination, or the holding as a 
whole might be so constituted that a 
three-card combination— king, knave, 
low for example— might be deemed 
equal to the occasion, 

Bv “blocking” support in the third 
suit is meant any two, three or four- 
card combination, like king,, low, 
knave and two low, queen and two 
low, or knave and three low, which, 
with any fair support that partner i» 
likely to give, will arrest, temporarily 
at least, the run of that suit by op- 
ponents. 

Short trump leads from what is 
known as “postponed” hands — hands 
in which each plain suit contains one 
or more huiiora,but no possibility of a 
several-trick run or a bringing in of 
the low cards without too great re- 
liance on partner’s assistance— are not 
favored as a rule by expert players. 

A receut deal furnished a good il- 
lustration of this point. With the 
knave of spades turned by North, 
East opened with the 5 of diamonds; 
South played the 10, and West won 
with queeu. West’s hand then con- 
tained the ace, 8, 3 of diamonds; the 


queen, knave, 8, 7 of clubs; the king, 
queen, 10. 8 of hearts and the king of 
spades — barring trumps, an all-round 
strong combination— and naturally he 
counted upon taking several tricks. 
He led the singleton king ofjjtrumps. 

| North and South then proceeded to 
take every trick but one, as shown 
below : 
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Having examined the holdings, 
one may say; “Ah! but look at the 
trumps West found against hiui — six 
iu the North hand and four in the 
South hand— an exceptional occur- 
rence.” Very true, the deal proves 
nothing so far as short trump leads 
are concerned; no single, isolated 
case, no three or four similar out- 
comes, for that matter, should be 
taken as the criterion upon which to 
base future action In playing the 
game of whist: but in thia particular 
itistuuce there svere indications that 
at least oue opponent. South, was 
strong in trumps, and the deal cer- 
tainly svas a fair example of many 
which have come under the writer’s 
notice. 

To revert to the play : Trick No. 7. 
How mauy players would have with- 
stood the temptation to lead a round 
or two of trumps? 

Expert* do not place much depend- 
ence upon a long suit headed by the 
major ten-ace in deciding whether or 
not to open with a short trump lead. 
The side support to a suit of this 
character must be exceptionally strong 
in reentries to warrant the trump 
lead. 

From hands containing four trumps 
the same rule applies to a certain ex- 
tent that was given above for short 
trump leads. There may be one very 
weak suit in the huldiug and the re- 
entry may be less dependable, but if 
the established suit is there the trump 
opening is by no means rash. The 
writer was criticised recently for 
opening trumps from the following 
hand: Hearts, king, knave; spades, 
ace, kiug, queen, kuave and two low; 
diamonds (trumps), 9, 8, 7, 6; clubs, 
9; but he felt no compunctions over 
the' loss that resulted.

Quaere: — The lease which I have 
on*the house which I occupy does not 
state whether or not I have the right 
to sub-lease. I desire to rent the 
house for the summer and would like 
to know whether 1 can do so without 
obtaining the consent of the owner. 
G. C. 

Answer:— Yes. A contractual right 
can ordinarily be assigned unless for 
some reason of puolic policy, or un- 
less a personal relationship enters In- 
to the contract. Thus a contract be- 
tween a factory owner and a superin- 
tendent for services could not of 
course be assigned by the superinten- 
dent. But it is well settled that a 
lease can be either assigned or sub let 
in the absence of some restriction in 
the lease or by statute. Any sub-lease 
you may make will not ot itself 
diminish your liability to pay rent to 
the owner. 

Quaere: — Will you kindly tell me 
-whether id Massachusetts a will made 
by a man or woman under guardian- 
ship for being a spendthrift is valid. 
<0. VV. K. 

Answer:— The law provides that 
any person of full age. and sound 
mind may make a will. If the spend- 
thrift is over 21 and of sound mind 
then he could make a will unless 
prevented by the provisions of the 
sections of the Revised Laws relating 
to the guardianship of spendthrifts. 
These sections provide that, “if a 
person by excessive drinking, gam- 
ing, idleness or debauchery of any 
kind, so spends, wastes or lessens his 
estate as to expose himself or his 
family to want or suffering" then a 
.guardian may be appointed over him, 
whereupon “all gifts, sales or trans- 
fers of personal property" and “sales 
and conveyances of land" made by the 
spendthrift are void. The question 
then is whether or not a will would 
operats either as a “transfer” of per- 
sonal property or as a “conveyance" 
of real estate. The word “transfer” 
might cover a gift by will, while in 
Rhode Island it has been held under a 
similar statute that oue under guar- 
dianship is not precluded from mak- 
ing a will passing real estate by a 
prohibition against “conveyances" 
of real estate. Hence if the words of 
the statute be followed literally the 
will would be invalid'as to personal 
property and valid as to real estate. 
The question however has never been 
decided in Massachusetts, and it is 
impossible to say how the Court 
would construe these words. In view 
of the context it seems quite probable 
that the Court might hold the word 
“transfer" not to apply to a gift by 
will, and therefore would consider 
the will valid as to the real and per- 
sonal property. It might well be said 
on the other hand that the intention 
of the law is to protect the spendthrift 
and his family by preventing him 
from exercising any control whatso- 
ever over his property, and that this 
intention would be defeated if he were 
allowed to make a will in favor, pos- 
sibly, of some creditor. 

Quaerae:— A. dies leaving by his 
last will and testament all of his prop- 
erty to be divided equally among his 
nephews and nieces. Under such a 
will could children of nephews and 
nieces whose parents are still living, 
and who are legatees under the will 
claim anything. M. G. L. 

Answer:— No. The term nephews 
and nieces has been held in Massa- 
chusetts to have its natural meaning 
of children of brothers or sisters, and 
does not include grand chidren of 
brothers or sisters, in the absence of 
any circumstances clearly showing 
that the testator intended to include 
them. In this case the fact that the 
grandnephews and grandnieces are 
otherwise provided for shows beyond 
questiou that they were not compre- 
hended in the term “nephews and 
nieces."
